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} STORIES OF TREATMENT OF SMALI-POX 


PATIENTS IN THE MONTREAL HOSPITAL. 

MONTREAL, Que., Oct. 8,—|Speciai.|—Miss 
Fiora Campbell and Miss Bush, who have been 
patients in the small-pox hospital, make some 
very damaging charges against the system of 
treating small-pox patients in the bospital. 
They state that they were put in beds which 
had been occupied by other pacients, and that 
tne sheets had not been changed; that some of 
the poor creatures in the ward in which they 
were had the disease very bad, and that the 
smell was dreadrul; that attendants bade them 
good night when they were most needed; that 
the first night Miss Bush was in the hospital 
she was given a bed without bedclothes, and 
she was forced to lie there all night es she 
came into the building; that a little girl 
brought some food to them, carrying the bread 
in her bare hands, on which marks of small- 
pox were still fresh; that patients changed 
their own clothes as long as they were abie, 
and, when they were not, those patients who 
could go about did it for them; that they 
were often ill during the night and want- 
ed attendance when there were no 
nurses about; that during the ~ night 
some patients would keep knocking 
against the wail or floor, but no one went near 
them to see what was wanted and no assist- 
ance was given to those who wers unable to 
get up; that patients had sometimes to wait 
for hours for a drink, and that those whose 
eyes were closed with the disease sometimes 
begged for a long time for a lotion that was 
used to wash them before they would get it; 
that the dirt, and filth, and vile smelis were 
terrible; that as soon as the breath was 
out of a patient's body men came 
and sewed it up in a sheet, 
and, instead of lifting it on a stretcher, let it 
fail to the floor with a thud that startled dvery 
one in the ward. These charges are being In- 
vestigated. The officials of the hospital deny 
the truth of them, and Dr. Nolin has been re- 
quested to prepare an official statement for the 
medical health officer. 

ln connection with the grave charges against 
the management of the Civic Hospital by the 
two recent patients, Miss Flora Campbell ‘and 
Miss Bush, Ald. Gray, Chairman of the Board 
of Health, and Dr. Luberg, medical health 
officer, contradict the statement generally that 
there is any want of attention to duty on the 
part of the uuns or nurses. They admit that 
the arrangements of the bospital are not so 
perfect as under other circumstances they 
would be, but improvements are being made 
every day. In reference to the charge of 
the bad smells in the wards, a prominent 
physician in the city, on being interviewed, 
stated that it was impossible to prevent those, 


as in a bospital with 175 small-pox patients it 
was impossibie by means of any disinfectant 


- deodorizer to suppress the smeils. 


The official returns show forty-three deaths 
from small-pox in the city and adjoining mu- 
nicipalities yesterday. 

Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 8. — Several smali-pox 
cases have been discovered at Mattowa, having 
been carried there from Montreal. The cases 
are completely isolated and there is little dan- 
ger of the spreading of the disease. 


QUARANTINING AGAINST CANADA. 

ALBANY, N. L., Oct. 8.—Dr. Carroll of the 
State Board of Health today telegraphed the 
local Heaith Commissioners at Niagara Falls 
and Suspension Bridge not to allow any one to 
cross into this State witbout showing indica- 
tions of recent vaccination. This is quite a 
notable step, as to a great degree it quaran- 
tines Canada fromthis country. This measure 
has never been in torce before. 

Newport, R. I., Oct. 8.—T'wo cases of small- 
pox were discovered here today. Stringent 
measures are being taken to prevent the dis- 
ease from spreading. 

New York, Oct. 8.—Wednesday a sick negro 
arrived at Albany from Montreal. A physician 
said he was suffering from the preliminary 
symptoms of smail-pox. A purse was made, 
and he was put on board a train 
for New York this morning. After 
the train pulled out he announced 
the nature of his ailment, and inside a minute 
bad the car all to himself. The car was de- 
tached from the train and side-tracked, but 
under orders was hitched to a later train ana 
with its sulitary passenger hauled to this city, 
where the health officers declared that he was 
not suffering from the disease. He was, how- 
ever, isolated. The arrival of his car at the 
Grand Central Depot caused a sensation. 


A SMALI-POX PATIENT PUT OFF AT CHI- 
CAGO. 

Derroit, Mich., Oct. 8.—The officers of the 
propelier Cuba called at the custom-house this 
forenoon for the necessary papers to allow che 
buat to receive coal here.

St. Lovrs, Mo., Oct. s.—{Spectal.J—A few 
winutes after 5 o’clock this even a crisis 
occurred in the street-car strike. mob of 
10,000 people gathered on Pine street, between 
Sixth and Tenth streets, and in less than ten 
minutes twenty street-cars were wrecked, 
ditched, and the drivers and conductors fleeing 
for dear life. Four lines of ears were on the 
Pine street tracks—the Union Depot Line, the 
Gravois, the Mound City, and the Tower Grove, 
The men are out on these lines, and this after- 
noon an attempt was made to run the pars, Sev- 
eral hundred new men had bee engaged. The 
cars were sent out rapidly un five or six on 
each line reached the Pine street terminus. To 
appreciate the situation, it shouid be stated 
that the terminus is on Fourth and Pine streets. 
It is up-grade from Fourth to Sixth streets, 
and then there is a steep hill th Ninth street.

HARD ON THE STREET-CARS,

the second car sent after the other. This 
one kept on the track and stopped 
in front of Moser’s Hotel, where it was thrown 
in the ditch. Four more cars W treated in a 
similar manner, the harness on the mules was 
cut to sbreds, and bob-tail and summer cars, 
one after the other, sent down the incline. At 
the base of the hill the greatest damage was 
effected. The cars struck ong. another with 
terrific force, and the result was that ten were 

so badly telescoped that they &re utterly use- 
less. Platforms, awnings, windows, etc., were 
smashed to pieces. Half a dozen mules were in- 
jured so badiy that they had to beshot, and it 
was by the greatest effort that some of the 
crowd saved the ‘** scabs,”’ as the strikers called 
them.

THE POLICK TAKE THEIR MAN. 

They fought their way through the mob for 
a block, Knocking men down right and left, and 
finally got their prisoner to a patrol-box and 
summoned the wagon. Another effort was 
made to rescue the prisoner at the 
box, but after a half a dozen 
heads had been laid open the 
mob retreated. Meanwhile the abandoned cars 
had been riadled with rocks, and several at- 
tempts had been made to set them on fire. A 
platoon ot police by this time arrived and tried 
to clear the streets, but found the job difficult. 
Hand-to-club fights occurred on every corner, 
and more than fifty arrests were made. The 
officers stood guard over the cars and sent word 
to the stables to have them taken away. A 
number of extra teams were sent to the scene, 
but the men refused to get on the cars, fear- 
ing violence. The most dangerous element 
surrounded the first car, which had been righi- 
ed and placed on the track. The mules were 
hitched, but no one would drive. Frank P. 
Blair Jr. drew a huge Coilt’s revolver and 
jumped on the front platform, and, with the 
gunin one hand and the lines in the other, 
drove through the mob without molestation. 
All the cars that could be taken out were 
pushed or driven out by the police, but more 
than half were so badly wrecked that they could 
not be moved, and were left in charge of 
the police. Mayor Francis was On the scene 
and saw a portion of the violence, He narrow- 
ly escaped being hit with a brick, and issued 
orders for a detail of 200 policenien from the 
various districts to patrol the streets in the 
neighborhood. 

A DESTRUCTIVE MOB. 

The plate-glass windows in Moser’s Hotel 
were smashed, and several of the guests badiy 
injured. At 7 o’ciock a platoon of fifty police 
arrived and partly cleared the streets. The 
mob, driven from Pine street, scattered along 
Seventh street and dismantied two Cass 
avenue cars and beat the drivers and 
conductors. The police followed and ar- 
rested more men than. they could convey to 
the station. They finally succeeded in dispers- 
ing the mob by 8 o’clock. ‘The greatest excite- 
ment pervades the city and it is feared that 
the end is not yet. The city i filled with 
strangers, many of whom were clubbed se- 
riousiy by the police while standing in the 
crowds. A hasty conference was held tonight 
by the Mayor, Chief of Pohee, aud the railway 
officials. It was decided to swearin 200 special 
policemen for strike duty. Acts of violence 
were reported on ali the lines, and the attempt to 
run cars on other lines was met by obstruction 
and intimidation. Severai riots occurred dur- 
ing the day at the intersection of Seventh and 
Walnut streets. Cars were demolished with 
rocks, and the green drivers dragged off and 


beaten. John Mcintire, an ex- conductor and 


leuder of the strikers, was arrested, and later 
six strikers were arrested on Fifth and Market 
All the lines except 
On the Cass 
avenue line two cars were abandoned in the 
street ana one left in the diten. Con. mittees of 
strikers wait upon all new men and request them 
not to run the cars. In many cases they 
are successful, and cars loaded with passengers 
are left in the middie of the street, the horses 
unhitehed and driven to the stables. The pas- 
sengers, after paying their fares, are compelied 
to get out and walk. The leaders advise the 
men to use no violence, but it is impossible to 
control some of the strikers. 
THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR VIEW OF IT.

A LYNCHING PROBABLE, 


EVANSVILLE, IND., AROUSED OVER TH 
MURDER OF A RESPECTED CITIZEN — 
RUMORS OF A Mog. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Oct. 8.—| Special. ]—Jacob 
Endress, who was stabbed by Asa Parkinson 
last Sunday while attempting to stop the latter 
from using foul language in the presence of 
Mrs. Endress and her children, died this after- 
noon from the effects of the wound.

A GOOD BORROWER. 


A NORTH-SIDER WHO, IT I8 SAID, HAS 
VICTIMIZED A NUMBER OF Mor- 
LOANERS. 

Robert Hertel was arrested yesterday on 
a warrant sworn out by Leopold Mayer, 
charging dim with obtaining money under 
false pretenses. A warrant is out for a man 
named Zimmerman. Hertel owns Lots 8. 10, 12, 
and 13 in Cushman’s Subdivision on Fremont 
street, between Garfleld avenue and Centre 
street. On one of these he put up a house. Ona 
second stands a house at present half finished. 
The other three lots are unimproved, and, as 
land runs out there, are worth about $1,500 
each. Hertel’s scheme was very simple, and 
yet he found it decidedly effective. Some 
months ago be went to Leopold Mayer, the 
broker, and said he would like to borrow a lit- 
tle money, giving as security a house and lot 
in the Cushman Subdivision. Mayer expressed 
his readiness to loan the money, and weat out 
to examine the property. He was shown the 
lot which had the houseon. The broker said 
be would place a $3,000 mortgage on it. The 
next day Hertel presented his deeds and titles, 
giving, however, those for the lot. adjoining, 
which was unimproved. The transachon was 
recorded, Hertel received the money, and went 
his way. 

Two or three days ago Hertel was introduced 
to Eugene Prussing by Asahel Gage as a 
‘thrifty German.“ He wanted to borrow 
some money, and Prussing took him to John J. 
Mitchell, President of the Illinois Trust Com- 
pany, and Hertel left a memorandum of a 
house and lot on Fremont street. Mr. Mitchell 
went to look at the property. He founda 
two-story brick house, which the contractor, 
who was there, said was Hertel’s, and cost 
$6,500—that he woula pay tliat much for it 
without the lot. Hertel wanted $3,500, 
but Mr. Mitchell would loan only $3,000. Mr. 
Prussing made out the papers, and the checks, 
t wo in number, made payable to the contractors. 
While Hertel was in Mr. Prussing’s office, Zim- 
merman came in and Mr. Prussing said to 
Hertel: “Now that Zimmerman is here you 
had better give him his check. Zimmerman 
looked at the check and said: “That is not for 
me, but for my brother.” 80 Hertel kept 
both checks. They were taken to the bank 
and certified, then deposited with Feisenthal, 
Gross & Miller, who paid the $3,000, as tney 
bore the jndorsement of Hertel and what 
purported to be the signature of the payee. 
The fact of the checks coming in in this way, 
and the further fact that Hertel desired to 
borrow more money excited the suspicion of 
the bankers and they notified Mr. Mitchell, who 
at once entered up judgmenton the mortgage. 
Mr. Mayer had also learned that something was 
wrong, but he was about ten minutes behind 
Mr. Mitebell. As it is claimed that the signa- 
ture of the payee was forged on one of the 
checks for $1,400, the allegation being that

WHAT THE STEAMER MOHICAN HAS COST. 
The report of the Naval Board appointed to 
 gnvestizate the cost of construction of the 
Yinited States steamer Mohican bas been given 
out for publication. The board finds that the 
original Mohican was placed out of commission 
gt the Mare Isiand Yard June 25, 1872. The 
zum of $185,500 was estimated as necebsary to 
repair her. No action was taken upon the re- 
ports and estimates. The board finds that, by 
authority of a letter signed by Naval Con- 
structor J. Hanscom, and dated Sept. 14, 1872. 
the plan of an entirely new vessel was laid 
down. The order by which the present Mobican 
was commenced was simply an order from the 
‘Chief of the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
ro the commandant at the Mare Island 
avy-Yard> This order directs the rebuilding 
of the Mohican, while the plans and specifica- 
tions furnisbed from the bureau at the same 
time designed a vessel differing from the orig- 


* mal Mohican to the extent of bemg consider- 


ably larger; to be furnished with compound 
engines and cylindrical boilers. 

The keel of the Mohican was laid November, 
1872, and the framing commenced January, 
1874. The funds expended on the Mohican 
vious to February, 1885, were charged to 
the appropriation for “ Construction and Re- 
pair,” and those from 1872 up to 1881 charged 
against the old and new Mohican, and were 
carried forward and added together. Up to 
1877 the total amount charged in the Construc- 
tion Department against the Mohican was 
$172,691. During an interval pt nearly four 
yearsensuing nothing seems to have been 
done by the Construction Department toward 
completing the Monican. 

By an order of J. W. Easby work was re- 
sumed in May, 1881. The vessel was launched 
Dec. 27, 1883, at which time there bad been ex- 
pended in construction $477,635, The total 
amount expended under the jurisdiction of the 
Bureau ot Construction and Repair was $597.- 
591. The board is of the opinion thut all the 
alterations in the Mohican were justifiable and 
performed in a satisfactorygand workmanship 
manner. 

Finally after nearly all the bad results from 
exposure had been incurred it was determined 
to cover the vessel with a roof. In the opinion 
of the board the extravagaat cost of the Mobi- 
can in the Department of Construction and 
Repair is to be attributed to the following 
causes: 


L The bieh price of labor, which was nearly 40 
per cent greater than paid to the same ciass of la- 
bor in the New York Navy-Yard, amounting to 


more than $140,000. 
2. The high price of material which entered into 
the construction of the vessel. 
3. To the alterations made in obedience to orders 


from proper authority. 
4. To the intermittent manner in which the work 


- “was conducted. 

These enunerated causes were beyond the 
control of any of the navy-yard autborities, 
and what were the influences which prompted 
the vaciilatimg action of the department in 
suspending and resuming work from time to 
time, as shown by the papers submitted, the 
bourd cannot determine beyond the fact that 
there was no legitimate appropriation to draw 
upon to prosecute the work, and until the Forty- 

eighth Congress appropriated $50,000 for the 

completion, of the Mohican there was no 
law authorizing the construction of a new 
vessel of that name. The board is 
of the opinion that the fact that Naval Con- 
structor George W. Meecn, under whose ad- 
jnistration the Mohican was almost entirely 
allt. was unable to estimate to within a rea- 
- gonable margin the amount needed for work in 
anticipation is sufficient evidence that funds 
supplied were injudiciously expended by him. 
The records show the total cost of the Mo- 
bieau in the various departments to be $907,- 

798. The board calis attention to the fact that 

the rigging intended for the Mohican wasalto- 

ther too large for a vessel of that class. 
board is of the opinion that the excessive 
cost in equipment was due to tne vacillating 

‘action ot the department. The board is fur- 

ther of the op:nion that it was unwise to fit a 


new ship with second-hand wire rigging, | 


known to be at least fifteen years old, and 


originally intended for a much larger vessel.

recommends that hereafter when 
work id in progress in different departments it

Assistant Naval Constructor F. J. Feaster 
dissents from the majority of the board in its 
opinion that the extravagant method pursued 
by the Bureau of Construction and Repair in 
reference to the work on the Mohican, especi- 
ally prior to 1383, was mainly the cause of the 
excessive expenditure on the vessei up to that 
time. On this point he is of the opinion that 
the Navy Department, rather than any particu- 
lar bureau, is responsibie for the carrying on 
of work not provided for by Congress. The 
Cases, be says, which led to the apparen 
€xcessive cost ot the Mohican should inciud 
in addition to the drawbacks of $94,734 a re- 
duction of at least 8100. 000 as the difference in 
the cost of labor for an equal number of days’ 
work in an Eastern navy-yard and Mare Island 
Navy-Yard for the period during which the 

Mohican was being constructed. This sum 
total of nearly $105,000 deducted from the re- 
ported cost of the vessel in the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair reduces her cost to $396,- 
000, which compares very favorably with the 
cost of similar vessels built in Eastern navy- 
yards.

Accordingly, 
when the latter arrived upon the field, I x- 
plained the situation to him and suggested 
that he should congratulate and thank Mo- 
Clerhand in person tor his good munagement 
and success. But, to my surprise, he declined 
to do this, merely remarking that McClernand 
had done no more than his duty, and that it 
would be time enough to tuank and congratu- 
late him when the action was over and good 
conduct and subordination had become habit- 
ual with ulm. From that day forward the

The Democratic Convention Will Probably 


Meet Oct. 24—Oongressman Ward 
Declines. 


The Repubiican County Convention will be 
held Wednesday, Oct. 21, and the primaries 
will be conducted under the Crawford law 
from noon till 7 p. m. Tuesday, Oct. 20. This 
much was settied at the meeting of the County 
Central Committee yesterday and seemed to 
meet the views of most of those present, a fort- 
night being deemed ample time in which to 
make an aggressive campaign. 

The committee met in the afternoon at the 
Grand Pacific with a very full attendance, the 
Fifteenth Ward and one or two of the country 
distnicts bem the duly parts of the county not 
represented either by the member himself or 
by proxy. Besides the committeemen there 
was a fair sprinklmg of leading Republicans 
from the city and country. For some reason 
the looked-for committee from the Republican 
League was not on hand, though the 
machine men declared they were ready to hear 
from it. Without any preliminary flourishes 
Chairman Smyth said the first business before 
the committee was perfecting the call for the 
primaries and convention. He therefore in- 
vited the members to hand in their. lists of 
judges and poiling-places, which was done. 
When Hyde Park was reacned the first differ- 
ence of opinion cropped out, though the re- 
suit of the struggie had been discounted in ad- 
vance. Mr. L. H. Bisbee, the committeeman 
from the Fifth Commissioner's District, 
offered a resolution to the effect that 
in Hyde Park the club system of de/egates to 
the County Convention prevail, provided that 
the Primary Election law was followed in 
choosing delegates to the club or village conven- 
tion. He moved the adoption of the resolution, 
but Sam Raymond of the Eighteenth Ward 
raised the point of order that under the Craw- 
ford law this could onot be doue, as it must ap- 
ply to the whole county and judges be chosen 
accordingly, as far as the Central Committee 
was concerned. Mr. Bisbee said that Hyde Park 
had a voluntary political organization 
which was competent to adopt the law. 
The chair, however, held that the Central Com- 
mittee could make no distinction in' favor ot 
any portion of the county, and his decision was 
sustained by a vote of I7 to 2, the only nega- 
tive votes being cast by Messrs. Bisbee and 
Jobn Humpbrey. 

Mr. Raymond then offered a resolution that 
the representation of Hyde Park be by districts 
and precincts in accordance with the bounda- 
ries made by the County Board. The ratio of 
representation was to be one delegate for every 
200 votes cast for Blaine’and Logan. Poiling- 
places and judges were aiso named, and Mr. 
Raymond said he offered the resolution at the 
request of twenty-five reputable Republicans 
of Hyde Park. N 

Mr. Bisbee then offered a substitute recog- 
nizing the precinct principle, but differing 
from the original resolution in naming the 
judges and politng-piaces; as he said Mr. Ray- 
mond's hist of judges contained several Demo- 
crats. There was some sparring on this ques- 
tion, but as Mr. Bisbee was the committeeman 
and as the principle sought to be established 
was recognized, Mr. Raymond withdrew bis 
resolution and the substitute was adopted. 

All the committeemen banded in their lists 
except those from the Second and Third Com- 
missioners’ Districts, who were not ready. In 
order to comply with ali the provisions of the 
Crawford law it was arranged that these com- 
mitteemen should complete their work at an 
adjourned meeting of the Central Committee, 
to be held today. The cail was then read and 
adopted without opposition. However, a few 
minutes later Mr. Woodard of the Fourth 
Ward in glancing over it found a peculiar pro- 
vision regarding the qualifications of voters at 
the primaries. As it had been adopted the 
call provided that not only known Republicans 
but those who declared their intention of voting 
the Republican ticket this fall should have the 
privilege of taking part in the primaries. This 
would have given every Democrat in Chicago a 
chance to vote on the choice of Republican 
candidates. Mr. Woodard called attention to 
this, and Secretary Price said in explanation 
that the words had not Been inserted carelesly. 
A great many Democrats were so disgusted 
with the present County Board that they want- 
ed to help elect Republican Commissioners. It 
bad therefore been deemed advisable to make 
them feel at home as early as possible 
in the campaign. This explanation was 
made in the midst of much laugh- 
ter, and apparently was not considered 
very convincing. The committee reconsidered 
its action in adopting the call, struck ou the 
offending phrase, and then readopted it. The 
call, giving the apportion ment of delegates, the 
polling-plaves and judges for the primaries, 
and the conditions under which the primary 
election is to be held, appears in another col- 
umn of Tue TRIBUNE. 


COUNTY TOWNS AFTER LARGER REPRE- 
SENTATION. 

Some interest was stirred up by a resolution 
introduced by E. J. Whitebead of the Fourth 
Commissioner’s District. Its object was to 
bring before the coming County Convention 
the matter of reorganizing the Central Com- 
mittee in a way to give the county towns fuller 
representation. After reciting the necessity for 
such reorganization the resolution provided for 
increased representation outeide the city wards 
as follows: Hyde Park, Lake, and Lake View, 
one member each; Jefferson, Norwood Pai k, 
Niles, Evanston, New Trier. and Norttfleld, one 
member; Third Commissioner's District, one 
member; Proviso, Lynn, Lyons, Cicero, and 
Riverside, one member; Calumet, Worth, and 
Thornton, one member; Sixth Commissioner's 
District, one member. This would make the 
total membership of the committee twenty-six. 
Mr. Whitehead spoke in support of bis resoiu- 
tion, urging that under the present system one 
committeemau in the country districts found 


‘it impossible to look after all the towns in his 


Sheriff’ Hanchett also urged that 
some change was necessary. The city 
members did not take kindly to the 
proposition, declaring that it was impracticabie 
to base the representation on territorial ex- 
tent, and that if changes were to be made there 
were also inequalities in the city wards, some 
of which were much larger than others, while 
the voting population also differed widely.

vention the changes suggested, though a wo- 
tion by Meany of the Eighth to tabie the reso- 
lution was lost—yeas 6, nays 15.

Louis Hutt, 
cummitteeman from that ward, said its con- 
tents bad been made known to bim oniy a little 
while before. It proposed a scheme for divid- 
ing the ward into precincts, lor naming the 
judges, etc., and was quite lengthy. The com- 
mittee referred it to Hutt without reading, and 
the committeeman pocketed it, declaring that 
he would give the document due considera- 
tion. No other request for a division of tae 
wards into primary precincts was made before 
the committee, and the only ward, that 
will have them is the Twelfth As re- 
garded the judges, several members 
stated they had named persons who belonged 
to the Republican League, but there was no 
concerted action in this direction.

At this point the important feature of the 
meeting was brought out when Mr. Compton 
asked what the league proposed to do about 
the action of the Central Republic- 
an County Committee in designating 
only one pollmg place to each ward 
tor the primary elections. How the commit- 
tee expected to vote so great a number in 
five or six hours was a mathematical problem 
with which he wasn’t able to wrestle, and be 
asked some help from the mecting. Much un- 
favorable comment was occasioned by 
the announcement ot the Central Com- 
action, and it was declared 
contrary to the letter and spirit of the Craw- 
ford law. Mr. M. P. Brady offered a reszolu- 
tion requesting the Central Committee to give 
each ward a fair aumber of polling-places, and 
impartial and “non-machine’’ judges. The 
resolution was adopted, but immediately after- 
wards a delegate from the Seventh Ward re- 
minded the meeting that the request em- 
bodied in the resolution would be too late, 
as the Central Committee had already 
called the convention and appointed the judges. 

Mr. Compton said: ‘* The gentleman is right, 
and I knowit. I have grown tired ot request- 
ing these Central Committeemen to do what 
they were put in their places for by thé Repub- 
lican party of Cook County, but to no avail. 
Now, by the living God! the time has 
come to fight them—to demand from them 
what we have a rigut to expect and what they 
are in duty bound to give us. Let us stand up 
toa man and compel them to reconsider their 
infamous action of today. and if they do not 
do so let us fight them tothe end, let the con- 
sequences be what they may.” Mr. Compton's 
remarks were loudly cheered, and Mr. Brady 
aruse and deciared that if the Central Commit- 
teemen had been untaithful to their 
trust and were determined to defeat 
the intentions of the ‘aw they were not en- 
titled to any courtesy from the league, but 
should be compelled to do their duty. He 
therefore changed the tone of his resolution 
from a request to a demand. It is as follows: 

Resolved, That we earnestly and determinedly 
demand that the Repubiican Central Committee of 
Cook County provide a sufficient number of poiling- 
places, within and agreeably to the spirit and pro- 
visions of the Crawford act, as will enable the 
Republican voters of this county to fully express 
their will at che primary election next to be held 
in this county.

BaLTimore, Md., Oct. 8.—(Special.]—A 
crowd of people gathered infront of the Eutaw 
Hotel tonieht and cheered Senator Logan as he 
alchted from his carriage and entered the 
hotel to attend the banquet given in 
his honor by the Logan Invincible 
Club, com mostiy of prominent 
Irish citizens who last fall voted for 
Biaine and Logan.

THE CITY REFUSES TO PROSECUTE IN THE 
CRIMINAL COURT AND THB * ARMY” CEL- 
EBRATES ITS RELEASE. 

The five male members of the Salvation 
Army who, after serving one day in the bride- 
well on commitment on $10 fines by Justice 
Kersten, took appeals to the Criminal Court 
were placed on trial before Judge Williamson 
yesterday morning. When asked if they were 
ready for trial Capt. Dean spoke up for his 
band and said: “We are strong in the belief 
that this court will give us justice. We want 
no compromise on our part; nothink but a full 
investigation.“ 

M. R. M. Wallace, City Attorney, bent over 
and consulted a few moments witn Richard 
Jaap, the Canada six-feet-six backwoodsman, 
whoruns the Maxweilton Hotel or lodging- 
house, and champions the cause of the Saiva- 
tionists locally. This conference over, Mr. 
Wallace arose and said the city had decided to 
take a nonsuit in the case. He refused to ex- 
plain why be decided to do this, but esked tne 
Judge to inform the five defendants that the 
action was done in the spirit of kindness. 
Judge Williamson then dismissed tue case, and 
informed the religious onthusiasts that they 
might go, with the understanding that they 
must not break one of the city ordinances 
under penaity of being punished whether the 
violation was one done in the exercise of their 
peculiar religious services or as an open act of 
law defiance. The plain sisters in poke-bon- 
nets groaned Amen! at this. decision and 
Mrs. Capt. Dean akimboed her arms and offered 
bits ot scripture. Others struck up: He leadeth 
us to victory," Glory to the God of Zosts,. 
etc., but the bailiff quieted them. The sisters 
said their prayers did it, for they had prayed 
the Lord to put it into the bearts of the powers 
that be to deliver them from their enemies and 
the lions’ mouis.”’

„Move forwrerd, move forward!“ It was not 
achorus of street-car conductors practicing 
for the wintcr, but of soldiers uf the Salvation 
Army reintorced by a bass-drum, any number 
vt cymbals, and Capt. Dean’s cornet, behind 
which the Captain evidentiy feit pertectiy 
comfortable, but in front of which there 
rcigned misery as wretched as that from which 
the humane Captain tried to save his sinful 
brethren. The little soldiers of the Salvation 
Army were holding a meeting at the barracks 
of the army on Chicago avenue to express 
their gratitude to the Lord for having 
saved the big soldiers from punishment 
at the bands of the authorities—that is, for 
the acquittal of those Salvationists who were 
tried in the Criminal Court for disordefly con- 
duct. True, the Little Soldiers did not do 
much of the thanking, at least in words, they 
only said Amen! whenever one of the 
speakers was out of breath. But then they 
were supposed to feel all the more intensely 
what they did not express. The audience filled 
the hall entirely. There was alarge number 
of Little Soldiers, children from 15 all the way 
down to5 years, and they sang and marched 
and played tne cymbals with as much expres- 
sion and depth of feeling as the Big Soldiers 
or even Capt. and Mrs. Capt. Dean. The Army 
had arranged quite an elaborate program of 
twenty numbers, mostly songs, and charged 
10 cents admission.

THE GREAT FIRE. 


MEMORIES OF FOURTEEN YEARS AGO AND 
THE CHANGES TIME HAS WROUGHT. 

Fourteen years ago last night there began 
the great fire of 1871 which swept the city from 
end to end. Fourteen years ago today there 
was a great scarcity of water, and people who 
had all their lives looked with contempt upon 
that article suddenly found that it was not 
such a bad thing after all, and sighed for an 


hour or two of the deluge. The direct effects 


of that fire are rapidly disappearing. There 
are afew relics on Wabash avenue and the 
North Side, but the owners ask trom $1,000 to 
$2,000 a front foot for them. The indirect re- 
sults, however, both for good and evil, are felt 
daily. It is to the fire that Chicazoans owe tne 
Public Library, and to it is due the high price 
of abstracts and the uncertainty of 
titles. Yet in spite of all this there 
will be no public celebration, and most 
likely no private one. The truth is that in four- 
teen years there has come up a rew genera- 
tion that knows not Josepb, to whom the fire 
is merely a matter of bistory, not concerning 
it in the shghtest. As to those who trace their 
ruin to the fire, they cannot be expected to 
hold the day in any bich honor. But beyond 
all this, it must be borne in mind that a city 
which is making anniversaries as fast as Chi- 
cago is bas no time to observe the ones bas 
accumulated. That must be left to the wn 
East cities, which do not bope to reap any new 
barvests, and, therefore, have to live upon 
those which may have been heaped up in other 
years. The moment a place begins to com- 
memorate the pust it may be taken as a sure 
sign that it is done with the future, even as a 
woman's hopes of conquests may be under- 
stood to be over when she begins to praise the 
beauty of her daughters.

Chamberlain in Danger of Being Mobbed 


he Orisis for the Present Oabi- 
net in France, 


Loxpon, Oct. 8.— [Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ple to The Tribune.|—The Tories are having 
their innings just now in the British political 

ne. Lord Salisbury’s speech before the Na- 
tional Conservative Convention at Newport 
yesterday bas made a profound impression and 
is having an immense effect. There was noth- 
ing about the speech startling enough to cause 
the Tories to throw up their hats in jubilation 
or to serve as targets for Liberal attacks, but 
this very absence of sensationalism commends 
the speech and the speaker to the Tories and 
large number of Liberals with 
Conservative leanings. It is believed 
thet this epeech will cause thousands of 
Whig churchmen who have hitherto acted with 
the Liberal party to decide in favor of the 
Tories, at least for this campaign, in order to 
avert the peril which now threatens the Estab- 
lished Church, Even the Radical Pall Mall 
Gazette warmly praises the apeech and plainly 
tells the Liberal managers that they have no 


_ easy vietory before them. 


The Liberal meeting at Bury tenight, which 
‘was intended as an offset to the Conserve- 
tive conference at Newport, was almost a 
fiasco. The chief speaker was the Mar- 
quis of Hartington, who was the Secretary 


for War in the late Cabinet and who is 


the acting chief of the Liberal party during 
‘the partial retirement of Mr, Gladstone. The 
person whom the audience most wished to see, 
however, was Mr. John Bright, who had prom- 
ised to break his long silence and address the 
Bury meeting. It was the magic of his name 
which had attracted most of the attendants of 


the meeting and the expected epigrammatic 


utterances of the great Birmingham leader 
were awaited with the keenest interest, At 
the last moment Mr. Bright canceled his 
engagement, and the announcement of 
this fact acted like a wet  biank- 
et on the meeting. The incident 


has caused rumors of a serious breach be- 
tween Mr, Bright and the other Liberal lead- 
eps, but the rumors are discredited in well-in- 
formed circies. Lord-H ton and the rest 
of the speakers did all they could in the way of 
oratory, but they made altogether a poor show. 
Lerd Hartington rang the changes upen Mr. 
Giadstone’s recent manifesto, but advanced 
nothing new and scarvely touehed upon the 
new phases of the situation brought out by 
Lord Salisbury's speech. The Radicals are un- 
easy and are beginning to admit that strenu- 
ous stumping will be required to secure a vic- 
tory. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, the Radical leader, 
bad quite an adventure at Chester this after. 
noon, He had just come from Hawarden 
Castle, where he had been visiting Mr. Giad- 
stone, and was waiting on the railway plaform 
at Chester for a train to Birmingham. On the 
same platform were about 100 clergymen who 
had just left the Anti-Disestablishment Con- 
ference in the Chester Cathedral. The parsons 
giared at Mr. lain, reviling and jeer- 
ing him as the arch enemy of the church. The 
Radical leader fixed his monocie in hie eye, 
looked over the crowd, and laugbed derisively. 
Almost every one on the platform sympathized 
with the clergymen, and for a few minutes Mr. 
Chamberlain was in danger ot being mobbed, 
but his train arrived opportuneiy and he 
jumped into a carriage and escaped. 

Sir Richard Cross, the Home Secretary, in a 
speech at Barnsley this evening said that the 
Government would bear with Ireland a little 
longer, and if the situation there did not im- 
prove they would resort to stronger measures 
than they had hitherto adopted. 

An early meeting of the Cabinet will formu- 
late a scheme of land reform in accordance 
with Lord Salisbury's proposals. 

THE PRESS ON THE PREMIER’S SPEECH.

Lord Salisbury’s speech was eminently practical 
as well as eloquent and vigorous, but the Premier’s 
language, though sufficiently strong and decisive 
against a disunion of the Empire, might with ad- 
vantage have been more distinct on the question of 
Irish self-government.

THE FATALISTIC AND HGOTISTICAL TURK. 
PARIS, Sept. 27.-[Special to London Times. |— 


As you have repeatedly pointed out, things un- 


made in European Turkey are not remade, and 
this would be almost the first instance of such 
an occurrence. The treaty of San Stefano, in- 
deed, was modified; but this was before it had 
been carried out, Gen. Ignatief! and Russia 
being well aware at the time that it was merely 
tentative and would be overruled. by Europe. 
Now the fusion of the two Bulgarias is an no- 
cemplished fact, and the formation of a new 
Turkish Ministry may be designed to defer 
rather than hasten a decision. The Museul- 
man Pope is awaiting inspiration from on high, 
and meanwhile offers up as sacrifice the Minis- 
ters caught napping by the Roumelian revolt. 

As I remarked two days ago, and this is con- 
firmed by what is now going on, Turkish reso- 
lutions must not be gaged by those ot other 
European Governments. I have been receiv- 
ing today letters and ;telegrams from Mussul- 
mans in London and on the Continent and all 
te this effect: “You judge the Mussuimans 
without thoroughly knowing them.” Tals, 
however, is just what I said. No European 
knows the Mussulmans thoroughly, and this is 
the main reason why Eastern questions are 60 
complicated and endless, When a Mussulman 
comes to Burope everything is open to hig in- 
vestigation. He can see ali the inner life. He 
is assigned the best place for observation, and 
if he has the faculty for it gets to know 
Europe and Europeans as well as themselves, 
But where is the European who knows the 
Muesulmaps’ inner life? What European has 
witnessed their religious services or entered 
their family circle? I have met Christians who 


had become Mussulmans, but whoever heerd | 
of a Mussulman becoming a Christian? They 


have such a horror and contempt for every- 
thing outside Islam that the idea of ceasing to 
be Mussulmans does not enter their heads. 
Allah is for them everything. They invoke 
Him from morning to night in all they 
do, say. and think. They inscribe His 
mame wherever they live. His empire 
is unbounded, and unbounded also 
the empire of those who inveke bim. A man 
need not be in Turkey to become an Ottoman 
subject. He bas only to become a Mussulman 
in any corner of the world, and nothing that 
affects the Ottoman Empire is indifferent to 
him. Yet for sixty years European diplomacy 
has applied to this state of things the names 
applied to Christian States. It speaks of the 
Turzish Empire, of the Sultan's throne and 
crown, and soon. The Sultan, however, is not 
an Emperor with a fixed empire; he is a Pope, 
the Caliph, the Right Arm Allah. 
who reigns everywhere. He has no 
throne, wears no crown but a turban, 
and so with everything else. If Gen. 
Ignatieff had not been afraid of Europe 
he would have entered Constantinople, and the 
Mussulmans would have quitted it, myoking 
the name of Allah, and, perhaps, setting fire 
ta Stamboul (which is now, as two centuries 
ago, hermetically closed to the inhabitants of 
the Phanar and Pera), 80 as not to leave be- 
hind them the mystery of their inner te. In 
allthe Buropean universities there is nota 
single man able to write a page of Arabic in 
which a Mussulman would not detect fifty 
blunders, yet European savants fancy they un- 
derstand the law’of the Prophet because they 
may have translated a few passages of the 
Koran. They know nothing of the oral tradi- 
tion transmitted from generation to generation, 
which is the real law of the Prophet. 


HE WAS MURDERED. 


THE BODY OF A CHICAGOAN FOUND IN A 
CAR AT TORONTO, ONT.—HIS MURDERERS 
NOT KNOWN. 

WELLAND, Ont., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—At the 
inquest on the body of the man found bere 
yesterday in a Michigan Central car with his 
throat cut evidence was given of the finding 
of articles on the body indicating that his name 
was Walter Phealen of 2520 Wentworth ave- 
nue, Chicago, III. A letter was also found, 
signed by Hugh Kiney, No. 30 Barclay street, 
Worcester, Mass., stating that the mother of 


the deceased was getting very frail and sinking 
fast, and asking him to come home if he wished 
to see her alive. The deceased was evidently 
on his way bome when he met his untimely 
death. Dr. Berger; who made the post-mortem 
examination, believed that the deceased could 
not have inflicted the wounds himself, and that 
he was muraered. The jury returned a ver- 
dict that the deceased had been murdered, but 
by whom the eyidence did not show. 
[Phealan had been working for about four 
months for a cigar manufacturer named Frederick 
Finken at No. 2620 Wentworth avenue, who says he 
was a worthless sort of fellow from whom his wife 
had separated on account of his drunken- 
ness. Sept. 25 Phealen received «a letter 
from home inclosing $15 in money to pay 
for his ticket and, asking him to come. He im- 
mediately went to the depot, having received 
from Finken $2.85, all that was due him. During 
the afternoon he sent a boy to Finken asking for a 
joan of $5, saying that he had not money enough 
to get home on. Finken could not give it to him, 
and heard nothing further from bim until 
last Tuesday, when he received a letter 
from Phealan’s brother-in-law, Hugh King, asking 
what was the matter with Phealan, as they had not 
seen or heard from him. Previous to his leaving 
the city the man had been on & prolonged spree, 
and, Finken says, was almost crazy, muttering to 
himself and acting strangely. His wife and one 
child, a boy, live on the West Side. His father and 
mother live in Worcester, Mass., and are in com- 
fortable circumstances, while one brother is a 
priest and another a doctor in the same place.]

Fred Grant Writes u Letter Containing In-

New York, Oct, 8.—[Special.|—-The fen col- 
umns of printed matter furnished by Ferdi- 
nand Ward as his statement of the rise and 
fall of the firm of Grant & Ward embrace very 
few facts not known before, The letiers and 
receipts printed are not very important. They 
show, for instance, that Gen. J. B. Gordon bor 
rowed $18,000 from the Marine Bank in the 
year 1881, through the intervention of Grant & 
Ward, which he was unable to pay, and that 
Grant & Ward paid the money and took the vol- 
laterala by which the note was secured. There is 


> nothing extraordinvry in this transaction. Gen. 


Gordon and some of his friends bad a half-de- 
veloped coal mine, They wanted money to 
complete the development. They borrowed 
the money of the Marine Bank on the security 
of the mine. The security turned out 
bad. Grant & Ward saw ft to 
step into the bank’s shoes. Grant 
& Ward lost the money and about $130,000 
more, Ward gays, in the same way that they 
lost in silver mines, in wheat speculations, in 
Mexican railroads, in Casino shares, in Coney 
Island Railroad bonds, and in West 
Shore Railroad bonds. Gen. Gordon's 
son, however, absolutely aenies that 
there is any truth in this story. 
The second letter introduced is one from Gen. 
Horace Porter to U. 8. Grant Jr., dated June 
20, 1881, saying that he (Porter) had put Grant 
Jr. down for $200,000 in the West Shore syndi- 
cate and regretting that be had not 
been able to secure an additional amount, 
as Grant Jr. bad desirei. This also describes a 
plain business transaction unfortunate in its 
results. West Shore bonds were in large re- 
quest at that time, and it was regarded as a 
favor to be let in on the und floor.” The 
third letter(from Grant & 
shows that eighteen months after the subscrip- 
tion was made Grant & Ward found it inoon- 
venient to pay the calls on their subscrip- 
tion, but did finally . pay it. Then 
follow a series of letters from U. 8. 
Grant Ir. to Ferdinand Ward, relating to 
small speculations and investments of no im- 
portance, showing that Grant Jr, was a very 
simple-minded young man, and that he had un- 
bounded confidence in Ward, as bas been re- 
peatedly stated from the beginning. He 
ceipts issued by Grant & Ward 
to V. 8. Grant Jr. and to F. 
D. Grant for moneys received over and above 
tus capital put into the partnership, and stipu- 
lating for the payment of large profits are pub- 
lished. The receipts disclose methods which 
would ruin the business reputation of an ex- 
perienced merchant or banker, but 
have no other effect upon the Grants 
thar to demonstrate that they were 
as incapable ef understanding the business 
they were engaged in as their illustrious fa- 
ther, concerning whom Ward now says that he 
(Gen. Grant) gave no personal attention to the 
busimess, but relied wholiy upon his sons 
and upon Ward. Touch evidence of 
the Generale liking for Ward is given 
in the latter's statement that the 
younger Grants often said to him: Father 
thinks more of you than he does of us.“ Mr. 
W. R. Grace, according to Ward's statement, 
commenced discounting the firm’s paper as 
early as Nov. 9, 1880, that is four months after 
Grant & Ward began business. Seventeen 
transactions of thie kind, running from 1880 to 
1884, are mentioned by Ward, in which Mr. 
Grace realized a net profitin the way of in- 
terest and bonus of over $75,000, t into 
account the unpaid note of 75,000 
held by Mr. Grace at the time of the failure. 
This has all been asserted before and denied 
by Mayor Grace, 

Ward says that some time in 1883 Mr. Grace 


asked him to use his influence to get for his. 


firm a Government contract for supplying coal 
at Panama. 

Persons familiar with the subject state that 
they see nothing so very startling about Mr. 
Ward's revelations,“ and the general opinion 
is that he is doing all that he can just preced- 
ing bis trial to shield himself and endeavoring 
to cast blame upon persons who dealt with the 
Arm. The really new features of the ease, 
said Mr. Spencer, Ward's ex-cashier, as told 
by this statement, are the’ case of the 
Belmont Coal & Railroad Company, in 
which Gen. J. k. Gordon's name is wen- 
tioned, and the list of twenty-nine names 
of persons whom Ward is making 
out that the profits of the firm went to. It is 
true that he did go into Belmont coal specu- 
lation and lost heavily by it, and it is also true 
that he had accounts with the Grants.

OHIO & MISSISSIPPI ANNUAL MEETING. 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 8.— The annual meeting 
of stockholders of the Ohio & Mississippi Rail- 
road Company was held here today, and the 
follow were elected directors for the term 
ot five years: Agracie King, New York; 
George C. Magown, New York; Charies B. 
Flint, New York; James Renwick, New York. 
The Board of Directors reélected Capt. W. W. 
Peabody of Cincinnati President and William

rectors for the year ending June 30, 1885, shows 
gross earnings of $3,641,467; operating ex-

As compared with the previous year 
this shows a decrease in earn of $493,969; 
decrease in expenses, $612,665; increase in net 
earnings, $118,685. The decrease in earnings is 
attributed to general depression in trade, al- 
most total failure in the whe&t crop last year 
along the line, and to low rates on freight. Presi- 
dent Peabody advises a further development of 
local business and says that with fair rates the 
prospect for the current year, in consideration 
ot excelieut crops, the good physical condition 
of the road, and the reduction of operating ex- 
penses is encouraging for a much better finan- 
cial showing. 


THE SOUTH PENNSYLVANIA EXAMINATION. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 8.—The first witness 
beard by Examiner Weiss in the South Penn- 
Sylvania case today was Andrew Carnegie of 
Pittsbure. He detailed the .conversation be- 
tween himself and Mr. Vanderbilt as to the ad- 
visability of building such a road as the South 
Pennsylvania, and as the result of this conver- 
sation Mr. Vanderbilt agreed to subscribe 
$5,000,000 toward such an enterprise if Mr. 
Carnegie and his friends would raise half that 
amount. This they did, the witness subscrib- 
ing $1,000,000, and paying in $380,000 in assess- 
ments. When de first heard rumors of the 
sale be saw Mr. Vanderbilt and Mr. Twombley. 
Mr. Vanderbilt wanted to get his money out of 
the undertaking and abandon it. This Mr. 


some months afterwards that Mr. Vanderbilt 


bonds, the witness again went to see him. At 
that time Mr. Vanderbilt declared that he 
would not sell tor less than 5 percent. Short- 
ly afterwards Mr. Carnegie left for a five- 
weeks’ trip to Europe. Just as he was sailing 
for home bis brother cabied bim from New 
York that Vanderbilt was sellimg out for 3 per 
cent. Witness immediately cabled to stand by 
Mr. Vanderbilt. He considered that Mr. Van- 
derbiit had acted very wisely in selling. He 
himself withdrew because Mr. Vanderbilt did. 
Without the latter's help it was nonsense to 
talk of building the road. He considered that 
the control of the South Pennsylvania was in- 
dispensable to the security of the. Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. It possessed the only 
proper route between Harrisburg and Pitts- 
burg, and was thirty miles shorter between 
those points than that of the Pennsylvania. If 
built and in adverse hands it could not help be- 
ing a dangerous road to both the Pennsylvania 
and the Baltimore & Ohio. 

Dr. Hostetter of Pittsburg was the next wit- 
ness. His testimony was chiefiy interesting in 
bringing out the fact that, while he was a sub- 
scriber to $2,000,000 of the capital stock and 
had paid in $760,000 in assessments, he was also 
a member of the Syndicate Committee of Five. 
He knew nothing of the proposed transfer until 
February, 1885, and never beard its details un- 
til jate in the following Juiy. He had never 
knowingly transferred bis interest in the road 
to anybody. Although he had attended every 
meeting of the committee, he had never been 
informed of the proposed sale. Mr. Vanderbilt 
and Mr. Twombiey seemed to conduct the ne- 
gotiations on their own hook and consult 


Johu W. Chalfant, also of Pittsburg, was the 
next witness. His subscription was only $50,- 
000, and he had never attended any meeting, 
and knew nothing of bis knowledge of the sale.

New ORLEANS, La., Oct. 8.—|Special.]—

ALL ABOUT 6400. 
THE POST-OFFICE AND POLICE OFFICERS ALL 
TORN UP OVER A MISTAKE. 

For two days the face of Gen. Fabius J. 
Meade, assistant cashier in the money-order 
division at the Post-Office, was a good deal of 
a study, as he had paid out $400 too much in 
changing a $500 bill. Gen. Meade said that 
Tuesday evening when he closed his window 
be found that the rush of business had re- 
duced his cash to less than $100. Shortly after 
the window had been closed a collector of the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad Company knocked at 
the window and handed in $400 more or less, 
the bulk of the amount consisting of two pack- 
ages of $400 each, fastened with bands and 
marked with the amount in the packages. As 
it is the custom of the department to keep the 
cash in packages of 8500 ana $1,000, Gen. 
Meade put the two $400 packages together, with 
the intention of adding $200 the first thing in 
the morning. He negiected, however, to put on 
anew band, and the package, although con- 
taining $800, according to the band contained 
but $400. Wednesday morning Lucius F. Con- 
verse was one of the first to call for a money 
order. He struck the “iucky number, as the 
lottery men say, and bought a money order for 
$100, tendering a $500 bill in payment. Gen. 
Meade in making the change bappened to lay 
bands on the $800 package, and as it apparent- 
ly contained but $400 banded it over to Mr. 
Converse, who pocketed it and walked away. 


That evening the General's balance was $400 


short, as might naturally be expected. As he 
is responsible for the deficiency he immediate- 
ly did some hard thinkwmg, and arrived at the 
conciusion that be had handed Mr. Converse 
the double package, especially since the only 
package he had on baud when the transaction 
took place was the one handed in by the Chi- 
cago & Alton collector. 

As tne directory gives a Lucius B. Converse 
at No. 18 Michigan avenue the reporter stepped 
in at that number in the hope that the simiiar- 
ity of names might lead to some light on the 
subject. Mr. Converse casually remarked that 
he bad had a number of callers during the day, 
all of. whom had inquired for Lucius P. Con- 
verse and bad appeared quite anxious to find 
such aman. Mr. Converse witha B.“ knew 
Mr. Converse with a P.“ and had known him 
last in Chicago about two weeks ago, and un- 
derstood that at present he was living in New 
York, although traveling a good part of the 
time in the interest of a patent water-proof 
material for shoes and boots, of which he was 
part owner. 

About 8 o’clock in the afternoon detectives 
from the Central Police Station who had been 
put on the track of the man succeeded in trac- 
ing bim to his home and in getting an inter- 
view with him at No. 124 Michigan street, on 
the North Side.

0 TRAINED NURSES. 
THEIR WORK AT THE HOSPITAL NOT APPRE- 
CIATED BY THE COUNTY BOARD. 

At yesterday’s meeting ot the Hospital Com- 
mittee of the County Board a communication 
was presented trom the Superintendent of the 
nurses’ training-school offering to put a super- 
intendent of nurses in each of the wards of the 
hospital over the trained nurses already em- 
ployed therein at $30 a month each. The com- 
munication was indorsed by Warden McGarizle, 
but was not received with good grace by Com- 
missioner Leyden, Chairman of the Hospital 
Committee. He said: N 

am not ‘stuck’ on these trained nurses, 
anyhow, for the reason that they can not 
give proper attention to the poor devils 
that are dependent upou them for 
every help and attend surgical opera- 
tions four or five times a day at the same time. 
We don’t propose to runa practical medical 
college for women out there and pay them $30 
a mouth for attending it, as we are doing now. 
Another thing, the superintendent of the 
school shifts the nurses abouttoo much. I 
know this, because I never saw the same 
nurses in the same wards at any two visits at 
brief intervals. I am in favor of removing 
these trained nurses and putting in steady, re- 


liable nurses of our Own who will be subject to 


us, and who won't tind it necessary to hop 
eer the wards looking into surgical opera- 
ons.“ 

Warden MeGarigle suggested that the trained 
nurses were the proper thing for the hospital 
and was going to advance his reasons for his 
suggestions when Leyden cut him short witn 
the observation that he (Leyden) was boss of 
the bospital and not McGarigie. Adam Ochs, 
President of the board, suggested that definit 
action upon the communication be passed for 
the present, as all the members of the commit- 
tee were not present, and his suggestion was 
acted upon. | 

The majority of the Commissioners are op- 
posed to the trained nurses, and it is quite 
probabie that when the matter comes up for 
debate in the open board the trained nurses 
will be dispensed with and others substituted. 
The trained nurses are an expensive luxury, 
for, if the communication of yesterday is re- 
ceived, the monthiy pay-roll for nurses alone 
at the hospital will be $1,055. Tue trained 
nurses were put in the hospital wards by the 
Commissioners at the solicitation of the 
Women’s Club of this city, where, according to 
the Warden, they have done excellent work.

Robert Toomts, who ts wech bee as dying at 
his dome m Washington, Ga., was many | 
years ago one of the most prominent figures 
in the political arena of the United States. He 


was born in Wilkes County, Georgia, July 2, 
1810. He was educated at the Georgia Uni- 
versity and at Union College, Schenectady, N. 
F., graduating from the latter institution in 
1828. In 1829 he was studying law at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, and in every department 
of study he was regarded as an intellectual 
prodigy. In 1830, before he had attained his 
majority, he was, by a special act of the Legie- 
lature, admittedto the bar. He rose rapidly 
in his profession. In 1836 be took part in the 
war against the Creek Indians, and upon his 
return in 18387 was sent to the State Legis- 
lature. He was reéiected in 1842. In 1844 he 
was sent to Congress, serving in the House 
until 18538, when he was sent to the Senate. He 
was prominent ju the agnation on the slavery 
question during this | period, and sided with 
Henry Clay in the justment measures of 
1854. In 1860 be advocated ‘secession, and in 
1861, after Georgia passed the ordinance of 
secession, resigned his seat in the Senate. He 
wasa member of the Confederate Congress 
which met at Montgomery, and upon the 
earnest request of Mr. Davis became Confed- 
erate Secretary of State, acting only tempora- 
rily, however, until bis successor could be ap- 
pointed. He resigned the office in July, 
1861, when Mr. Hunter of Virginia was ap- 
pointed to the position. In 1864, upon the in- 
vasion of Georgia by Sherman, Toombs was 
made Brigadier-General and placed in com- 
mand of the State militia. After the ciose of 
the War he spent several years in Europe, re- 
turning in 1867.
